He will also, on 
the basis of his verification draw us the ASD list (List of 
Absentee/shifted or without with family linkage & dead voters) and 

submit the same to ERO/AERO.

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(ii) The abovementioned campaign should be state driven i.e. The ECI 
may fix an end date, but the States should be allowed to dateline 
the<^ various components of their campaigns according to state 
specific requirements. They can be asked to finish the campaign 
before the end date specific by the ECI. 

(iii) In pursuance of (ii) States may be asked to submit their action 
plans in advance with the ECI, which can then monitor the same on 
a real time basis.' 

(iv) Particular days may be earmarked for camps where EROs/AEROs * 
will be available for on the spot correction, as described in your

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Comments/Suggestions for Improvement in Electoral 
Rolls -Uttarakhand. 









1. Polling station Area:- Presently, the area of a 
polling station is not contiguous with the border 
of the adjacent polling station. There are large 
areas which are uninhabited, and thus don’t get 
covered by any Polling Station area. If new 
development takes place in these areas, then 
there is a confusion as to which BLO, will cover 
these areas. After much pursuation and follow 
up in election office, changes are made by the 
BLO incorporating the new upcoming area. 

a. The ideal condition would be, that the entire 
geographical area of the constituency is 
divided into earmarked pockets, which 
should be sealed more less permanently, in 
the same way, we do delimitation for the 
constituency. 

b. In case there is increase in voters in these 


pockets, then an auxillaiy booth or a full 
fledged regular booth can be established for 


facilitating the voters. 

c. By this, the BLO will be clear, as to his 
boundaries.. Even if there is a transfer of the 
BLO, and a new 'BLO takes, charge, there is 
no confusion as to his boundaries. 


d. This boundary/contour of the map of the 
polling area, should be earmarked on Google 
maps, so that any new incumbent/potential 
voter knows, as to which booth he belongs 
to, and whom to contact. hj "/ 
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e. Presently, even if one knows one's 
residential address, one cannot track down, 
his booth by any, means. He has to ask the 
adjacent people. 

f. Polling station rationalization, should not 
keep changing the boundary of the polling 
station, but should concentrate on 
increasing booths, in case of increase in 
number of voters. 

2. Hiring special consultants:- 

a. The job of demarcating the Geographical 
area of the polling station, is reiterative, but 
would need some expertise. 

b. We can hire, consultants, who would work 
under the guidance of Patwaris/Village 
accountants/District Administration, and try 
to demarcate clear cut boundaries, and 
complete the job sequentially for the entire 
State. It is difficult to get this work 
parallelly done by the existing BLOs, 
because then certain enclaves, in between, 
might get left out because a single BLO will 
have to coordinate with all the BLOs with 


whom the border is common, 

c. Redrawing the.borders, with the limitation 
of 2 km radius, and permanently freezing it 
will reduce confusion. 

Duplicate entries:- 

a. The Duplicate entries are less in lower lpljK 
i.e., within a polling booth, because overifii 
years, the voter list has been distributed 
repeatedly, and any duplicasy is readily 







identified and objected to, by the polling 
agents during poll. 

b. The problem is duplicasy of the same 
person, in his native place, and the new 
place of residence, because of employment 
The problem also increases, with people, 
who have to repeatedly change their place 
of location due to the non-sedentary nature 
of their, job. In this case, they find it very 
tedius, to get their names deleted in the old 
place, and ensure that the legal ‘formalities 
are completed. 

c. Adhar seeding would be the only way to 
ensure that duplicasy is not done. But 
voluntary declaration of Adhar number by 
the voter, without any matching done, by 
the election department, would also lead to 
errors intentional/nonintentional. If a 
person gives a wrong Adhar number 
corresponding to some other person and 
gets the data fed, the right voter will have a 
lot of problem, getting it deleted, and getting 
himself registered. 

d. Thus one time effort, of carefully seeding 
Adhar, and parallelyverifying it will be the 
right way to bring about 100% clean roll.

With reference to the above, the para wise comments on draft guidelines of 
ERJPAD are as unden- 

Dailv Hearing and disposal by ERQs /A EROs 


EROs will make an arrangement of daily hearing at 
an earmarked location at ERO office 5 days a week 
and wide publicity of this system will be done by the 
ERO at the Polling station levels 

As EROs have other multiple 
responsibilities relating to revenue, 
development and law & order, it would 
be impossible to hold hearing 5 days a 
week for 3 months. It would suffice if it 
is done once a week at prescribed time 
and locations. 

Roli($) should be available for inspection at the 
ERO level and at the Polling Booth Level. 

Rolls should also be available at AERO 
level for inspection. 

Either ERO or AERO will be present in the EKU 
office for hearing on prefixed days and time, say, 
from 1 PM to 4 PM, however, it will be ensured that 
the ERO will be available at least for 1 day during 

the week. 

The above comment about ERO applies 
equally to AEROs and may be amended 
as such. 

Tatkal correction of particulars of elector or 
change / replacement of photograph in EPIC to be 
done (through Form 8) on producing any one of 
the 14 alternative documents containing 
photograph of applicant. 

It may be difficult to do on the spot 
Tatkal corrections as suggested due to 
connectivity and other logistical reasons.
